APPENDIX. 


REFORT  ON   EDUCATION. 

All  iirnoratit  ininistry  was,  in  liy-^'oni'  duys,  llii'  rf|irimcli  of  nu]ilisti. 
NVhi'ii  il  \vu8  uiiuvuiilablc.  was  tliiir  in  .ilurtniic.  Wlicii  it  waw  prcriTicd, 
us  il  was  by  somo,  was  llicir  sliaiiio.  Tliat  it  was  niiavoidalplc  liy  many,  is 
malliT  of  history.  Many  wrie  converted  late  in  lilc,  wlioii  tiic  lacililiLS  of 
csliicaticn  wcro  not  to  lie  ulitaiiuil  at  liunic,  and  tlic  wants  of  growini^  liiiiii- 
lies  forbid  tlicir  scckinj;  tliuin  abroad.  Vot  tiicsc  milcllrrcd  mm  prcaclicd 
Jcsiisnnd  tlio  resurrection  with  ii  power  and  sncei-ss  to  wliicli  many  of  cul- 
tivated minds  never  attained.  Dr.  Aii-xaiuler  met  sndi  ii  one,  and  fnnnd  ut 
tlie  concbHion  of  bis  conversaliuii  witli  tlie  i;.'ti()rant  miil-wri;,'bt,  that  be 
hud  K'rO'itcr  reason  to  donltt  llie  genuineness  of  hia  own  caJl,  tbaii  tliat  of  the 
liumble  man  whom  he  (|uestioiH'd,  IgiKiraiuo  was  the  herita;,'o  not  only  of 
tin-  first  neiieralion  of  Uaplisls  in  this  country,  hut  of  several  that  fullowed. 
0|)pii'^sii)ii  and  poverty  made  it  a  st(;rn  ni'ets.sity.  About  a  century  nj,'o, 
the  I'hiladulphia  Association  undertook  tlie  establishment  of  a  Ibvplist  C'ol- 
iej,'c;  but,  instead  of  iK'inp  located  in  I'hiladcliiiiia,  it  was  founded  at  I'rovi- 
dcnce,  K.  J.,  because  Kliode  Island  was  the  only  colony  whose  l('^,'i'^laluro 
would  clinrter  a  Baptist  college ;  nnd  since  the  revolution  tlie  lej;islaturo  of 
(ieor^iia  n  fused  to  grunt  n  charter  for  a  IJuptist  institution  of  learning. 
\Vheii  the  hand  of  government  shut  thu  gates  of  learning  against  the  iUij)- 
tists,  their  ignorunce  ceases  to  be  their  reproach,  and  iM-comes  the  .shame  of 
their  oppressors.  It  Ih  their  glory,  not  that  many  of  them  were  ignorant 
men,  but  that,  in  spite  of  ignorunce  and  oppresiion,  they  laid  the  founda- 
tions of  religious  freedom,  and  nurtured  in  the  days  of  their  weakness  those 
principles  which  now  rally  to  their  bupport  one  of  the  n>08t  nunierouH  and 
uitelligent  bodies  of  Christians  in  the  land. 

And  even  where  they  made  the  mistake  of  preferring  an  ignorant  mini.s- 
try,  there  is  much  thut  extenuates  the  want  of  wi.sdom  in  their  choice. 
They  hod  seen  educated  men  in  the  pulpits  of  those  who  oppressed  them. 
They  .saw  that  pride  and  want  of  piety,  and  indiflerence  to  the  souls  of  the 
perishing  poor,  and  the  bitter  persecution  which  they  were  called  to  bear 
often  co-existed  with  liberal  education.  They  saw  that  many  educated  niiii- 
istcrs  had  nosyropathy  with  tho  people;  that  their  visits  were  confined  to 
tbo  rich,  while  the  poor  wcro  lull  id  their  wrctchcdncsa  unpiticd  and 
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nncarc'd  for;  that  tlicir  sormona  were  often  ciTorts  at  tlisplay,  and  that 
tlie  parish  rliiirchcs  were  often  deserted  by  tlie  musses  to  listen  to  some 
n:an  who  in  the  proves—"  (ind's  first  temples"— told  tiiem  of  his  own  expe- 
rience of  Jesus'  love,  and  of  the  j»owcr  of  divine  j,'raee  to  make  u  jmor  sin- 
ner rich,  and  n  miserable  sinner  happ^.  And  is  it  not  pardonalde  if  they 
feared  that  education  would  maito  tlieir  ministerH  proud  and  cold,  and  self- 
ish too  ;  and  in  tlicir  anxiety  to  retain  those  simple  veterans  of  the  phiin 
(jospel  wliich  they  loved,  they  should  have  rejected  education  alon;.'  with 
tliose  thin;r>^  with  which  it  stood  connected— the  pood  witli  the  evil?  That 
a  simplchearte<l,  unlettered  people  failed  to  make  such  a  discrimination,  ia 
purely  no  matter  of  astonishment. 

IJut  that  they  were  united  in  their  opposition  to  education,  or  that  a  ma- 
jority of  them  were  opposed  to  mental  culture,  is  by  no  means  certain. 
l>r.  vSpnif,'ue,  in  his  Annals  of  the  American  IJaptist  j'ulpit,  .'•ays  :  " 'I  he 
liaptists  liave  had  less  credit,  as  the  friends  and  patrons  of  learning:,  tlmn 
they  have  deserved.  Not  a  few  of  their  preachers  have  been  eminently 
a('comi>li.-;hed  and  useful  men,  and  some  who  have  ion^'  since  nassed  away, 
liave  left  endurinj:^  memorials  of  both  their  scholarship  und  elo(|t)(  iice." 
lie  (jives  it  as  the  prevailin;?  opinion  of  the  denomination,  that  they  at- 
tached little  importance  to  Inmian  learninf;  as  a  (pndifieation  for  the  tninis- 
try,  ill  comparison  with  those  higher,  though  riot  miraculous  spiritual  gifts 
which  they  believe  it  the  province  of  the  Holy  (Jhost  to  impart.  Yet  truth 
com|)elled  iiirn  t(»  add,  that  some  of  lliim  had  gone  to  the  extreme  <il  looking 
(it  high  intellectual  culture  in  u  minister  as  rather  a  hindrance  than  a  liclp 
to  the  success  of  his  labors. 

!t  may  be  well  for  us,  my  brethren,  to  lie  cautioned  by  the  very  mistake 
of  some  of  our  lathers,  and  not  to  over-estimate  what  they  most  cert.iinly 
irnder  valued.  Some  one  has  .said,  that  every  great  popular  error  has  a  truth 
lying  at  its  foundation,  and  it  may  be  so  here. 

The  opinion  of  some,  that  intellectual  culture  is  a  hindrance,  rather  than 
a  help  to  success,  may  be  a  reproach.  Hut  tlio  opinion  ol  Ihi'  majority, 
that  miinan  learning  is  of  little  importance,  in  eom|>arison  with  those  higher 
Hpiritiral  gifts  the  Holy  <jhi'st  imparts,  i.s  one  of  the  iiigliest  honors  of  our 
denomination.  Ix't  us  never  forfeit  it.  InourefTorls  to  give  the  highcoit 
advantages  of  i'ltellectual  culture  to  all  our  ministers,  and  in  our  rapid 
pi'ogress  towards  this  end,  let  us  never  forget  that  the  first  (|Uulification,  is  a 
iieart  deeply  imbuevl  with  the  love  of  Christ  and  of  iH'risliing  souls,  and 
lips  touched  with  a  live  coal  from  olf  the  altar  of  (Jod.  Happy  will  it  be 
for  us  and  for  the  world,  when  all  our  ministers  .shall  be  so  trained  as  to  be 
able  rightly  to  dividv  the  word  of  truth,  and  yet  determined  to  know  noth- 
ing Imt  Christ  and  him  crucified. 

The  advance;  which  IJaptists  of  the  United  States  have  made  in  the 
cause  of  education  during  tliC  last  quarter  of  a  century,  is  a  cause  for  pro- 
fouml  gratitude  to  God.  He  has  rnult'plied  their  number,  and  their  means 
of  furnishing  their  families  and  their  ministers  liberal  culture. 

They  have  now  thirlythree  Colleges  and  Cniversities,  more  than  a  hun- 
dred Aeailemies  und  Fenrale  .Sen>inurie.s,  and  about  twelve  Iheological 
Hehools.  They  have  two  rubbcation  Societies,  besides  several  large  pri- 
vate hou.scs  engaged  in  Bujiplying  them  with  'denominational  arid  other 
book.s ;  and  they  sustain  rnoro  than  forty  I'eriodicals  devoted  to  their  de- 
nominutional  interest.  As  we  look  buck  upon  the  past,  surely  we  have 
reason  to  thank  Uod  and  take  courage. 

Irr  our  own  State,  the  cause  of  education  has  kept  pace  with  this  gene- 
ral a<lvunce.  Female  education  has  shared  liberally  in  the  benefactions  of 
our  brethren,  and  several  Female  Colleges  of  the  liighest  grade  stand  as 
enduring  monunicuts  of  tlieir  liberality.  First,  iu  point  of  time  among 
thcBC,  standa 
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TllK   Jl'DSOX    INSTlTirrK. 

Of  this  In-ti(iitinn,  the  I{:i|)tisls  (if  Aliviiimiii  inuy  well  Wo  proml.  In- 
doiHl.  to  it'*  (hsiTvoil  popiiliirily  iiiul  success  iimy  ho  attrilxilcd.  in  some 
luonsuio,  llif  (Ntul)Iislnncnt  (if  all  tlic  rest. 

Since  liic  lust  meeting'  of  tills  hoily,  I'rof.  S.  S.  Siikuman.  its  uhlo  prin- 
cipal, lius  rcsi^'iicil.  I'liilrr  his  cure,  the  Institute  more  than  sustained  its 
[)rovious  hi'.'li  reputation,  and  wc  are  sorry  to  see  i'rof.  Slarnian  sejiamte 
limscir  from  tlio  educational  interests  of  our  Slate,  with  wliicli  he  has  hecu 
80  \ow^  connected  am]  so  sucee.vshil. 

Hut  wo  conizratulatc  the  Convention  nial  the  friends  of  the  .fudson,  that 
Trof.  N.  K.  l».\vis,  lunan  tried  and  proved  to  lie  in  every  way  a  worthy 
pncccs-ior  of  the  former  jirincijial,  has  been  elected  to  that  pijsilion,  and  i* 
now  actively  nial  elliciently  en;:aj.'ed  in  condviclinj,'  its  alhiirs. 

For  many  years  a  I'Vinale  Missioiairy  Society.  coim(cte(l  with  this  Insti- 
tution, luis  contriliulcd  to  your  treasury,  and  representei]  it-^elf  in  your 
body.  'I'liis  year  its  coiitriluition  amounts  to  ip-d.'i— e.\(  erdinp  the  amount 
contrihuted  any  previous  year,  and  u  sum  lar;^'er  than  that  contributed  by 
the  ^Mcal  majoiily  (  f  our  t'liurciu's,  and  by  some  of  our  Associations. 
This  fact,  ])(  tImiis,  lias  not  liad  its  due  inlluenco  upon  the  minds  of  the 
members  of  t!ic  Convention.  The  spirit  of  liberality,  nurtured  by  this 
Society,  the  inttrest  its  mcinlurs  feel  in  your  operations,  and  the  love  of 
the  cat'iso  of  Christ  which  now  eiislirines  their  octioii,  will  be  carried  home 
to  the  b  •  'Viis  of  mimy  familii  s,  and  futliers  and  brothers  will  be  made  to 
Bhare  this  hallowetl  inlluenee,  and  ('.\t(M)d  to  you  a  stron|;er  lumd  and  u 
warmer  heart.

And  though  it  has  sometimes  been  stinted  in  its  resources,  and  lias 
struggled  with  mislbrtuiies,  it  has  ever  had  a  large  place  in  the  ani-cliiuis  of 
our  people.  (.)f  its  President  n:id  most  cif  its  faculty,  nothing  need  be  said. 
'I'hey  have  been  connected  with  its  fortunes  for  years,  and  have  become  in 
tome  uiei'iiro  identitied  with  its  interest,  'I'lieir  works  are  their  best  com- 
mendation. 

IJy  the  liberality  of  our  wortliy  brother,  J.  H,  Hrown.  of  Sumter  co.,  ano- 
ther ^Iialr  of  Tlkol.rgy  I:;.:  been  C!;!"wed.  and  the  Hoard  of  Trustee.''  have 
thus  been  ennble<l  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Convention  and  nieit 
the  wishes  of  the  denomination  iiy  adding  to  the  faculty  another  profes,sor 
of  Theology.  JJrother  'J'.  W.  'I'oiikv  lia.s  been  elected  to  the  new  choir, 
otid  lias  entered  upon  ibs  duties.  Wc  give  brother  Tobey  a  cordial  greet- 
ing in  liis  new  8phere  of  labors,  and  prn^  that  he  may  be  abundantly  useful 
in  our  risiog  ministry,  and  n  jjrcat  bles.sing  to  the  denomination. 

The  cfTorta  made  bv  the  ogcnt  of  the  College,  Prof.  W.  S.  Iturton,  to  odd 
ODe  buixired  thousand  dollars  to  the  existing  endowment,  have  not  yet  been 
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crowned  with  ooinploto  success.  As  many  of  the  snl)scripti()iis  made  to 
brotliiT  IJ.irlon  wen;  coiiililioiiml  upon  the  ruising  of  the  whole  umoiiiit,  iiiul 
wore  to  he  void  unless  thut  iimount  is  secured.  We  reconmuMid  lliis  body 
to  instruct  ttie  Hoard  of  'I'rnstecs  to  take  some  eilectual  nieasnri's  to  raise 
the  entire  amount  (hirin^^  the  lew  months  which  now  remain  to  e^  niplete  it. 
It  is  Ivuown  to  tliis  (Convention,  that  for  several  years  past,  brethren  of 
various  .South-;rn  Stales  huve  been  engaged  in  trying  to  establish  u  Tlicol- 
oglo.il  Seminary  of  the  highest  grade. 

They  li.ivc  snceecdi'tl  in  procuring  from  the  IJaptisls  of  Sontli  Carolina 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  \ipon  the  conditions  tliat  the  Seminary  be  lo- 
cated at  (irei'nville,  and  that  the  other  Sonthcrn  States  should  raise  an 
(•([ual  aniounl  by  the  first  of  .May,  l^^Ol.  In  ca.se  the  ailditional  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  i.s  not  raised  by  the.se  States,  the  amount  raised  in  South 
Carolina  reverts  to  the  Fiirman  University,  and  all  i)rospcet  of  a  Hapiist 
'rheolni,'ieal  Seminary  of  the  highest  grade  at  the  South,  lades  into  the  dig- 
tant   future. 

We  are  Iiap]iv  to  say,  that  this  ('oiiveution  has  at  previous  se->ion  shown 
itsi'ir  the  strong  advocate  lor  such  an   In-tilulion. 

At  its  last  meeting,  it  adapted  the  following  resolution  ; 
lirsn/rcil,  -llh,  'I'hat  this  (Jonvention  heartily  approvi'i  of  the  objects 
soi\u'ht  to  l)e  accomplished  by  the  istalilishment  of  the  Southern  Haptist 
'I'heologieal  S..miu:iry;  that  "its  location,  Cn'envilK',  S.C,  is  snti,>('aclory  ; 
that  its  basis  i  f  ur^.iiiizition  and  doctrinal  platform,  we  fully  cndeis  • ;  that 
were.'ard  this  insiilution  as  one  of  the  greatest  and  ndbleU  enterprises  in 
whicli  the  d.  nomination  South  has  ever  engaged,  and  destined  1o  aecom- 
jil'sh  more  for  our  Snuthern  /ion,  than  i)erli,;ps  any  oilier  instrumentality; 
and  lience  we  corilially  enmmem]  it  to  the  favoraitle  regard  and  enlarged 
benevolence  of  o^v  brethren  in  Alal>ama. 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  the  Hoard  of  'I'riistees  have  been  able  to  pro- 
cure  an  al»Ie  and  accomplished  faculty.  Hicthren  d.  I'.  Hovci;,  .Iomn  A. 
l{i;oAi>hi  s,  J}.  Mam.v,  jr.,  and  Wm.  Wii,i.i.\ms  are  men  who  ciUMmend  the 
conlilence  and  highest  esteem  wherever  they  are  known,  for  their  earnest 
piety,  their  sraindness  in  doctrine,  and  their  scholarly  aliainments.  'I'hcy 
bring  to  the  Institution  the  t'uergy  of  youthful  and  vigorous  inlnd.s,  and 
JK'arTs  devoted  to  their  Muster's  can.-o. 

I'nder  thi'.-e  circumstances  there  is  no  reason  seen  by  your  eonnuitteo 
why  the  Hapti.>tsof  Alalianui  should  not  do  their_  full  hhare  tow  irds  the 
iMtablislnnent  of  this  young  and  promising  Institution.

Tlie  commonwi-iiltli  is  .i  ^n-at  family,  imitiiully  inliTi-stcd  iti  oacli  otlior's 

firosi>oritv;  pli'iiiri'ti  for  each  oiIkt's  ])r()tccti(>n,  ami  under  an  iniptriDus  oli- 
i^Mlitin  to  f'.vtl  and  clothe  such  as  arc  physically  or  mentally  di><|iialilied  la 
provide  for  their  own  wants.  'I'liereforc  each  nieinl)er  of  society  is  under- 
stood to  reiiminish  the  rif^'ht  to  pursue  any  course  of  conduct  thul  would  ho 
injuriou-i  to  the  interests  of  society  at  lar|,'e,  and  to  ho  under  (ddiL^ution  to 
deny  himself  every  species  of  self  iiiiiuli^eiiec  llmt  will  impair  his  physical 
or  mental  |)(iwers,  and  thereby  until  him  to  ulVord  his  share  of  the  pui)lic 
protection  a^rain-^t  those  who  are  so  fwrgetful  of  their  ohli^'ations.  as  to  vio- 
lute  uny  of  the  provisi()iis  of  the  compact  by  wliieli  society  is  held  to<:eliicr. 
Jlence  every  man  oti;,'ht  to  feel  it  to  be  n  pari  of  his  individual  tiiity,  not 
only  to  abstain  from  every  indulu'ence  that  will  have  n  demorali/.in;,'  ten- 
deney  upon  liis  own  mind,  but  also  to  exert  himst'lf  to  the  extent  of  the 
ability  with  which  (Joii  has  endowed  him,  in  the  suporession  of  whatever 
impairs  the  intellect,  produces  physical  debility,  or  bluiit,s  the  nioial  sensi- 
bilities of  nl/lCiS. 

That  Intemperance  blunts  the  moral  feeling's,  produces  physical  debility 
and  iiiip.iirs  the  intellect  of  its  victims,  no  sane  man  will  deny.  And  that 
drMnkciiiK'ss  is  u  gri'al  curse  to  society  at  lnr;,'e,  the  jirinie  promoter  of  liis- 
conl  in  families,  and  the  bane  of  social  life,  will  1)0  conceded  l)y  every  can- 
did mind.  And  that  the  places  of  the  thousands  who  annually  fill  a  drunk- 
aid's  grave,  are  su|>plied  from  the  ranks  of  tluxe  who  are  known  as  modera'c 
tlrinkers,  will  not  be  called  'ii  ipieslioii.  And  that  all  habituid  dram  drink- 
ers are  on  the  downward  roail  to  eonllrmed  lu\liits  of  drunkenness,  and  liable 
to  fill  a  dniiikard's  grave,  is  us  true  as  that  elleel  follows  cause.  Iiiasmucii, 
tlierd'ore,  us  the  habitual  use  of  intoxicating  drinks,  legitimately  tends  to 
(Iriinkeime-s,  which  produces  rihysieal  debility,  and  mental  imliecility,  i»tnl 
spreads  blight  and  mildew  in  the  social  circle,  is  a  public  nuisance,  and  by 
beggaring  its  dcliuh'd  votaries  thrusts  them  as  paupers  upon  the  State;  it 
follows  inevitably  that  the  habitual  use  of  inebriating  drinks,  ought  to  bo 
frowned  upon  as  being  in  di.ect  nntag(Miism  to  the  great  underlying  princi- 
ple which  is  the  chief  corner  stone  of  social  happiness,  and  which  was  beau- 
tifully and  com])rehensively  stated  by  the  jtivine  Savior,  when  lie  said  to 
his  disciples:  "All  things  wlmlsoover  yc  would  that  men  should  do  unto 
you.  do  ye  even  so  unto  ihcm  :  fur  this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets." 

'riicipieslion,  however,  is  not  whether  intemperance  is  a  foe  to  human  hap- 
piness, and  a  prime  nuxilimii  in  the  service  of  him,  "  who  goeth  iibout  as  a 
roaring  lyon  seeking  whom  ho  may  devour"  ;  for  these  are  admitlid  facts. 
Hut  the  question  that  interests  this  generation  most,  and  especially  thin 
Baptist  State  ('oiiveiition,  whose  members  profes.s  to  bo  the  followers  and 
servants  of  J lim  who  went  about  doing  good,  is,  how  can  we  most  elli'c- 
lively  stay  the  hand  of  the  destroyer,  und  (inally  drive  him  from  the  social 
circle,  us  '.he  deadliest  foe  to  human  happiness.  And  here  permit  your 
committee  to  say,  that  while  the  various  temperance  organizations  that 
have  from  time  to  time  battled  in  the  cause  of  total  ubslinence,  have  dono 
much  good  in  checking  the  onward  march  of  the  hydra  hcuded  monster,  as 
well  us  aiding  in  producing  the  present  d.grcc  of  abhorrence  to  drunken- 
ness, and  a  desire  for  more  thorough  temperance  reforms,  and  for  which 
they  should  be  cherished  in  the  memory  of  all  true  patriots;  there  is  yet 
a  wide-spread  field  of  desolation  before  us,  from  which  the  agonizing  cry  of 
the  widows  and  orphans,  whose  ruin  intemperance  has  wrought,  constantly 
call  for  the  vengeance  of  the  Sovereign  of  the  Universe.  And  but  one 
agency,  ahort  of  omnipotence,  can  cause  that  wail  of  woe  to  cease  ;  and 
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tbut  ftfrcncy  (to  tlic  slinmo  of  professed  (rnristinna  bo  it  paid)  hns  never 
yet  coMcentruted  all  ilH  n-Hoiirccs  to  drive  J)acl<  tlio  lof,'iona  of  intenipernncc. 

'I'iie  apcnoy  alluded  to  is  the  ehurcli  of  the  iivin},'  (Jod,  whose  foundation 
was  laid  in  the  blood  of  atonement,  and  whose  mission  is  to  shed  the  Jii'ht 
of  the  fjlorious  gospel,  until  all  the  powers  of  darkness  shall  have  been 
driven  back,  and  peace  on  earth  and  pood  will  to  men  shall  become  the 
rulirif,'  passion  of  every  heart,  and  glory  to  (iod  the  theme  of  every  tongue. 

And  while  nU  men  as  good  citizens  ought  to  enlist  in  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance, the  churches  of  the  saints  arc  in  a  higher  and  peculiar  sense,  most 
fiolemnly  and  imperatively  bound  to  enter  uniledly  and  individually  upon 
the  gn.-at  work  of  suppressing,  by  every  lau(lal)!e  means,  the  beverage  use 
of  ardent  spiritH.  Individual  professors  of  Christianity  ought  to  heed 
apostolic  tcarhingfl,  "  to  shun  the  appearance  of  evil"'  by  utterly  repudi- 
ating the  habitual  use  of  alcoholic  drinks  in  all  men  ;  and  this  they  ought 
to  do,  not  as  luevc  sympathizers  with  the  temperance  reform,  or  in  pity  for 
those  who  are  the  immediate  siifTerers  fr'm  intempernnce;  but  in  his  efforts 
for  the  siippres-sion  of  tliis  deiidly  foe  to  human  happiness,  each  one  should 
feel  that  he  is  engaged  in  a  service  demanded  of  liim  by  the  fraternal  ties 
that  bind  hinj  to  his  fellow  travelers  in  the  journey  of  life,  and  by  the 
lu'^hcr  and  liobcr  consideration  that  he  is  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  who 
sacrificnl  his  life  on  the  accursed  cross  for  the  salvation  of  apostate  sinners; 
and  re(|uires  his  followers  to  exhibit  the  same  spirit  that  actuated  liim  in 
liis  mission  of  mercy  to  our  earth  ;  "  for  if  any  man  have  not  the  spirit  of 
(<hrist,  he  is  none  of  his."  And  while  individual  Christians  ought  neither 
to  drink  intoxicating  draughts  themstlves,  nor  in  any  way  countenance  or 
encourage  it  in  others,  the  churches  in  their  associated  capacity  ought  to 
assume  and  (irmly  maintain  so  dccideii  an  opposition  to  dram  drinking,  even 
among  non  professors  of  religion,  that  a  tipjihu^  linjilnl  would  be  made  to 
feel  a  conscious  degradation  in  the  church,  and  be  forced  from  sell-respect 
either  to  abandon  his  cups,  or  in  failing  to  do  so,  a.'k  the  church  to  cut  him 
olfas  unw(Mthy  of  their  fraternal  and  Christian  regard  ;  for  suirli/  the  ttmu 
luis  come  when  no  one  who  indulges  in  the  (/(/////  l>('ccrn<^e  use  of  spirituous 
li(|uors  ouglit  to  bo  recognized  liy  any  church  as  a  amsislcnt  Clinshau. 
And  the  church  is  comnumded  to  withdraw  from  such  as  walk  disorderly. 
And  all  otlitT  agencies,  however  laudaiile  their  purpose,  tir  however  zealous 
they  may  labor  in  the  cause  of  fempcrance,  must  inevitably  fail  to  drive  in- 
temperance from  the  social  circle,  so  long  os  hal»itual  dram  drinking  ia  in- 
dulged in  by  church  members,  and  tolerated  by  the  churches. 

]{iit  let  all  our  churches,  as  such,  take  that  high  and  uncompromising 
stand  on  this  (juestion,  that  its  importance  and  the  interests  of  our  holy 
Christianity  deniand.  And  thus,  as  the  great  head  or  leader  in  the  crusade 
against  intemperance,  will  they  occtipy  the  high  position  as  the  light  of  the 
World  which  will  1^0  well  pleasing  to  the  great  Lawgiver  in  Zion  ;  and, 
freed  from  the  shackles  of  intemperance  themselves,  the  churches  will  pre- 
sent a  phalanx  in  the  temperance  cause  that  will  strike  with  terror  and  dis- 
may the  sordid  retailers  of  the  hellish  poison,  and  snatch  from  their  grasp 
the  unhappy  victims  of  inebriatitm,  and  redeem  them  from  a  drunkard's 
grave ;  and  unitedly  pray  tlic  (Jml  of  41II  grace  to  sove  them  from  the  con- 
sequences of  that  death  that  never  dies. 

And,  in  conclusion,  wc  ofl'er  the  following  resolutions: 

1st  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  the  liobituol 
use  of  intoxicating  drinks  is  productive  of  physical  debility;  is  injurious  to 
the  mind,  and  baa  o  demoralizing  tendency  on  those  who  thus  use  it. 

2dly.  Resolved,  That  all  Christians  ought  to  abstain  from  the  bevcrogc 
use  of  alcoholic  drinks  themselves,  and  as  far  as  practicable  influence  others 
to  follow  their  example. 
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3nlly.  Re^oh'cd,  'I'lint  Iho  ChurL-hcs  of  Christ  onjjlit  utterly  to  diflcoun- 
tcii.un'c  tlie  liiilpituivl  or  bovira^'O  iisr  of  luilcot  spiritH  in  tlicir  incmlicrrt.aDj 
if  juT^isU'tl  in  by  tlicm,  to  witliJruw  liii'ir  tclluwKliin  from  tliom.

0\'  IVriodicals,  iliat  wliicli  is  most  wiilcly  diHuscd,  and  wliieli  practical- 
ly oxerls  llie  most  exlemkd  inl.iicnce,  is  tlir  Xnr-ixiprr.  ll  hm  not  escap- 
ed llie  ulleiilioii  of  the  iliouulitbil,  that  in  tlii.>  roiiiitry,  the  /-((■/'/<  are  read- 
ers ot  iivw-jvipers  more  llian  of  any  thin;:  eL;i\  We  dmibt  il  the  reading 
of  any  peujile  is  so  much  dir  e'.ed.  proporliimately,  into  that  eli.mnel.u-i  our 
own.  'I'lie  kind  of  newMpuper  lliey  will  read,  therefore,  is  us  imporianl  as 
the  kind  of  inlljeucu  to  wliii  h  a  p''ople  will  voluntarily  and  steadily  sub- 
ject llieiii>-elvis.  The  newspaper,  inunduced  weekly,  or  oflciuT,  into  ii  fam- 
ily, and  left  fur  every  oiu'  to  pick  u|)  and  read  at  will,  will  exert  u  de(i(|eil 
(conUul'ing  .')  inllucnce  on  ihe  i. pinions,  temper  and  character  of  that  fim- 
ily.  The  elleol  may  be  uradnal,  ^lent,  insensible  ;  but  it  will  be  sure.  The 
chosen  newspaper  of  a  lauiily  i.>  likcfue's  ehu.-en  associalrs;  we  may  choose 
which  wo  >vill  Like  ;  bul  wo  cannot  clmo.se,  as  to  that  we  do  take,  what 
shad  be  the  eilci't  pnduinj  ;  lh.it  will  proceed,  inevitaljly,  on  laws  of  i[n 
own.  As  respects  social  intercourse  aial  cjuipanlon^hip,  this  is  so  well  \in- 
d'.rsloml  ihat,  in  ull  UL;es  ami  cmmtiies,  the  pecple  have  a  proverbial  c.\- 
pre.-iimi  to  denote  the  ctimnmn  judj:meul.  Tlie  case  of  the  selreled  news- 
pap  r,  auMiii:  u:-,  is  entirely  anaiii;,'ous ;  and  the  tllect  is  only  a  little  nmro 
sure,  becau.-j  the  newspaper  is  iu'Tc  ciuislanlly  pnsenl  than  the  cunipan- 
ion.  Wli)  can  isiimate  the  responsibility  of  an  editor  ?  Who  can  liul  to 
see,  thai  in  ;;eneral.  the  safety  of  a  family,  of  a  whole  peojile,  will  depend 
on  Ihi'ir  selection  of  newspaper  readiiif;,  '\'hv<v  facts  show  that  our  ciilirc 
pe  iple  are  e.Npo^ed  to  a  lianyer,  |)eculiar  ami  portentous.  In  many  a  con- 
llict.  our  l{a])tist  or;'anI/.atioiis  have  shown  their  Scriptural  conservatism 
and  powi T,  in  delivering'  themselves  from  various  dan;;eis  and  uliu>es; — wc 
believe  thai  the  proi>lem  is  ihav  to  be  worked  out,"  wlu'ther  ■the  denomina- 
tion can  deliver  itself  from  the  disj;uised  tyraimy  of  the  !)ewspai)er— its 
abuses,  whether  obvious  or  eunceahd.  .Shall  the  newspaper  rule  I  or  shall 
il  «■(  fc  /  That  is  a  iiuestion  fur  the  whole  people  ;  it  is,  peculiarily,  ft 
(juc-iiou  which  ti.L'  iJaplists  have  to  solve.  (San  vc  An  it  ?  Have  we  any 
i-trcn^'th  to  meet  "this  jireat  niulliti.di'  that  cometh  auainst  us  ?"  Our  cycc 
should  be,  QS  always,  unto  the  Lord  of  hosts  ;  and  we  should  take  such  ft 
po>ilion  of  advanced  iulelligcnec,  of  the  lirmnessof  superiority  and  ciMilrol, 
wilii  respect  to  these  a^'cncics,  oh  shall  render  them  .'icicniits,  not  nnistcis, — 
such  servants,  too,  as  sliall  "do  us  good  and  not  evil  all  the  days  of  our 
livca. '  tl.se,  it  would  be  belter  to  tiispen.so  with  theiii ;  and  invent  eonic- 
thin^f  else  to  unswi  r  their  legitimate  purpose. 

In  the  rceommeadation  which  is  usually  expected  to  accompany  a  report 
of  this  kini!,  we  confine  ourselves  to  a  very  modest  range  :  The  "Commis- 
sioii"  und  the  "Home  &  Foreign  Journal"  arc  strictly  denominational ;  and 
tho  "tioulh  Western  Bupliat"  is  a  paper  within  our  State — each,  in  our 
opiuion,  wortiiy  of  support.

Your  Ooiiimittw  on  Domestic  Missions  hog  leave  to  report ; 

'i'lie  Held  of  onr  lionie  openuioiis  is  ample  ;  its  claims  upon  the  Clirisl- 
ia'i  In  iu'volenre  of  tiu!  linpli^t'i  rspi'niilhj,  and  (Jliristiuiis  gcnerullv,  ure  im- 
perative. 'I'iie  field  .is  wliite  nnto  the  harvest — its  Ial»i)rers  ure'c'iinpara- 
tively  few — men  fttid  means  are  iiicreasin^^ly  wanted-  tiie  demand  s  .nis  to 
OMlj;row  the  supply.  'I'iie  simple  (luestion,  into  which  tiiis  whole  siiliject, 
at  presenl,  seems  to  resolve  itscli'  in  the  mind  of  your  ('ommiKee  is,  How 
shall  u  snilaltle  increase  of  interest  he  olitained  among  our  whole  people  in 
oeeiipying  the  Held  that  lies  hi'l'uru  them,  and  supplying  the  demands  that 
j)ress  themselves  upon  us? 

In  answering  tliis  incpiiry  it  will  not  do  to  content  ourselves  with  re- 
peated aeeounts  ol  the  Held,  or  the  state  of  its  inliahitants  ;  nor  will  re- 
peated relerenee  to  the  thronging  multitudes  of  foreigneis  that  emigrate  to 
our  shores.  All  these  things  have  Ix'cn  done  lime  and  ugain,  and  yet  it  rc- 
ni.iins  to  reach  the  great  IJaptist  heart,  to  move  the  afieetions,  and  stir  up 
u  suitahle  zeal,  luid  nil  undying  interest  among  the  churches  generally. — 
While  it  is  cneourrtging  to  know  that  there  are  a  numlier  of  self  denying, 
liiierallieurli'd  hretliren  who  are  willing  to  spend  and  he  spent  on  this  glo- 
rious work,  still  it  is  discouraging  to  see  what  a  large  proportion  of  our 
iirelhren  are  unmoved  i)y  the  necessities  of  the  destitute  and  llie  j)erisliing. 
.Multitius  who  proll-ss  to  l)e  followers  of  the  meek  and  lowly  .Jesus, are  sur- 
feiting in  their  wealth,  and  idolizing  their  money,  while  the  cries  of  the 
siill'rring  are  ringing  in  their  very  iieariug,  und  while  ati  olfendcd  (Jod  is 
denouncing  with  the  solemn  language,  "(io  to  now  ye  rich  men,  weep  and 
howl  lor  your  miseries  that  shall  come  upon  you,"  Were  tinTe  u  general 
('(pialiiy  of  laliur  and  henevolence  among  all  our  hrethren  in  proportion  to 
what  is  done  hy  a  part,  then  if  the  world  were  not  soon  converted  to  (Jed, 
it  would  not  he  lor  want  of  lahor  or  means.  How,  then,  the  (|uestiou  re- 
curs, siifill  this  gt'ueral  interest  he  ohtained  ?  Surely  not  hy  general  agents, 
for  a  sullieient  numluT  of  llie-e  to  visit  all  the  Churches,  und  urge  llic 
ciaim-i  of  missiuus  upon  all  the  hrethren,  would  form  too  great  a  tax  upon 
the  treasury  ti>  su|)port  them,  and  could  not  he  ol)taineii,  even  if  desirahlo. 
Niu' can  tins  he  aceom]ilished  hy  appeals  through  the  .Missionary  journals 
alone,  since  only  a  very  few  ol'  the  hretliren  read  thes;-,  or  care  anything, 
aliont  them.  'I'ogain  this  desirahle  end,  then,  can  (jnly  he  looked  for  in  one 
way,  viz  ;  f  )r  the  preachers  und  pashu-s  of  Churches  generally,  to  hecomo 
in  'ftchiii^  and  piacdw,  sort  (tf  voluntary  agents,  not  only  in  preaching  on 
thissuhject,  hut  also  in  systematizing  uutl  arranging  IIr;  plan  und  cjrlinl  cf 
giving,  so  us  to  reach  heyond  tluKse  circumscriUed  hounds  of  henevolence, 
expressed  the  iiackneyed  laiiuuage,  ".')U  cents  lor  minutes  and  Ji?l  .IK)  for  as- 
s)eiatii>n;d  purpose^.  In  other  wonN,  the  .Missionary  work  ujust  hecoinc 
the  i/\oi- of  Uie  Churches,  and  the  .Missionary  spirit,  the  spirit  of  the  iiiem- 
hers.  Our  l)rethreo  must  learn  to  attach  to  the  doctrine  und  duties  of  re- 
igion  that  importance  which  the  Uihiu  uttuchos  toil,  and  only  thut. 

Now,  in  taking  up  the  New  'I'entument,  it  does  seem  cjuite  j)lain  thut 
the  great,  nhsorhing,  und  all  pervading  spirit  of  Clirist  and  tlie  Apostlco, 
the  reformation  of  the  lives  of  men,  und  conversion  of  their  souhs  to  the 
religion  of  .lesus.  Every  ulhor  doctrine  thau  repeutuncc  ainl  faith,  was 
wiiolly  incidental  and  occasional. 

.Fesus  Christ  camo  into  the  world  to  save  sinners.  Wlmtcvcr  then,  is  es- 
sentially included  in  saving  sinners,  was  alsoc.sbcntiully  incJaded  in  Christ's 
mission  Irom  Ihuven  to  earth.  And  all  the  unulopy  in,  and  authority  for 
Christiun  missions,  uro  to  grow  out  of  bis  mission  und  prcdicuted  upon  his 
authority  and  example.  «o  thut,  Xrom  aualogy,  authority  aud  e.xuniple, 
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il  S.VI1H  [\\.\i  wliutcvtT  IfMi--  tlip  liiulic^'t  rrliitioii  to  tlio  salvation  of  tlir 
K.til,  it  lo  III"  liflil  lirst  in  iniporlunir.  Vi-ry  liltlc  is  sui.l  in  llir  Niw  '\W 
t:\nirnl  i\s  Id  llio  c'Mcriml  /'/"</">  i'j>i  itunli  (if  iMrn  in;j  furwanl  Clirisliui)

The  oMijiation  of  Christian  men.  to  pivt!  the  Word  uf  ."-Jalvation  to  the 
heathen  does  not,  in  this  day,  admit  of  debate. 

Whether  missions  have  aeeomplisheil  all  that  conhl  have  been  e.xpeeted; 
whether  th(>y  have  been  puccessfiil.or  nnsiiece-sfnl,  is  not  for  ns  to  determine. 
We  may  remark,  however,  that  the  measure  of  success  is  not  to  be  jnd^'eil 
by  'he  immcdiale  fruits  that  follow  the  ejects  made  for  the  evangeli/.atif  u 
of  any  people.  l?y  u  law  of  nature  whii'h  wc  may  not  be  able  to  explain, 
soi^d  th.it  has  been  buried  beiieuth  the  soil  so  loii^,  that  we  n>ij,'ht  j)resumc 
every  clement  of  life  was  destroye<l,  under  favoiiiij,'  circumstances  bursts  it.* 
shell,  and  sends  up  the  vi^'urous  shoot  ;  so  the  >,'uod  seed  of  the  (Jo>pel, 
once  sown  in  human  hearts,  may,  and  often  does  brihj;  forth  fruit  unto  I'cr- 
fection  when  the  hand  of  the  sinner  has  lost  its  cuiininjr.  and  his  name  be- 
cnme  unknown,  where  it  was  once  a  house  hold  word.  What  has  been  nc- 
compli-ihed  \^  proof  omniixilent.  that  the  .Missionary  enterprise  is  not  u  fail- 
ure. Wc  arc  uwarc  that  the  opinion  prevails  to  some  extent,  that  the 
plan:'  which  your  Body,  in  concert  with  other?,  has  adopted,  are  defective, 
that  the  "machinery"  is  inefTieient.  ond  .eomo  say  unscriptural.  'I'hat  the 
pystem  is  not  perfect  we  frankly  confess,  rerfection  belon^'s  not  to  man* 
The  (tospel  itself,  the  perfection  of  divine  wisdom  and  love,  is  but  imper- 
fec'.Iy  preached  by  men,  and  very  imperfectly  illustrated  in  the  lives  of  the 
be<t  who  profes.s  it.  It  is  not  strange  then,  that  the  means  which  wc  have 
called  into  roquisition  should  partake  of  the  defects  common  to  humanity. 
]Jut  has  any  one  a  perfect  plan  to  sngpcst— or  even  one  which  can  Ik'  clear- 
ly demonstrated  to  be  a  better  plan  ?  I>?t  him  present  it,  and  when  it  shall 
be  found  to  enlarge  the  liberality  of  the  Churches,  to  kindle  a  warmer  love 
io  their  hearts  for  the  perishing  nutloim — when  it  .shall  place  two  Missiona- 
ries in  the  field  where  there  is  but  ouc~if  that  plan  be  consistcut  with  tbc 
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(i'os|)cI.  we  will,  witli  o\)on  licarts,  recoivo  it,  nnd  plcdfri;  to  it  our  firm,  un- 
di'viutin;,' support  to  our  life's  ond.     Until  lliis  is  sliown,  we  can  not  lose 
fsifrlit  of  llio   Hi<,M)ilicant  fact  that  all  tliat  lias  hwu  acconipli-licd,  lias  hccn 
douc  l)y  the  plan  af;ainst  wliicli  olyjcctions  arc  raised.     'I'lic  inarh'incry  may 
tiot  be  jicrH'ct,  liut  still  it  works,  nnd  jiroduccs  pood  results.     All  that  has 
IxMii  accoin|iIishcd  has  been  by  a  concetitnitioii  of  elTort.     'I'liis  does  not  e.v 
cludi!  individual  eflort,  nor  is  it  ii  substitute  for  it.     If  a  Church  contributes 
SlOOf)  0(1  to  Foreii,'!!  Missions  t!irouf,'h  the  15oard  at  Kichmoiul,  is  it  not 
doin^' as  much  individually  as  if  it  contrii)utcd  the  same   amount  to   the 
Mis.si(inary  himself?     1  Jut  wo  are  told  there  arc  expenses  to  be  deducted. 
'J'rue,  but  if  the  donors  make  the  appropriation  themselves,  will  the  expense 
be  diminished  ut  all  ?     Will  the  outtit  of  u  .M  issionary  nnd  the  cost  of  trav- 
el to  the  iield  of  his  laUors,   be  les.s  to  tiic  individual  Chnrcli  which  sends 
him.  than  to  a  general  aijent  acting  for  ft   number  of  Cliurches?     Or  after 
he  shall  have  reached  his  field,  can  funds  be  remitted  to  him  liy  n  Church, 
ut  a  lower  premium  than   would  be  charged  to  u   Ho.ard  ?     Ibi't   it  may  be 
.'^aid  that  (he  expense  of  keepin;:  up  this  machinery  involves  a   waste   of 
means,  that  miirlit  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  Missionuries.     We  re- 
ply, that  can  not  be  ealli-d  a  waste  which  secures  a  return  ofjuivalent  iu 
value  to  the  amount  expended.     It  mav  not  come  back  in  dollars  nnd  c(  iits. 
but  it  dues  in  what  is  of  more  value,  tlie  knowIedj;e  of  the  work  in  which 
you  are  eni,'af.'ed,  without  which  that  work   cnn  not  bo  prosecuted  with  a 
reasonable  prospect  of  sncce.«s.     Without  your  Hoard  of  Koreipn  Mis,^ions. 
and  wi;liout  the  information  which  they  possess,  nnd  which  can  be  obtained 
only  l»y  lonij  acquaintance  and  by  parlies,  whose  business  it  is  to  colli  et  and 
preserve  it,  hmv  would  a  Church  in   Alaitama  set   to  work  to  send  a  Mi.s- 
Hionary  to  Africa,  or  China,  or  Jaiian  ?     Is  the  accumulated  knowlcd^ro  of 
years'  experience,  to  be  foimd   in  tlie  nrchires  of  a  HonnI,  and  to  be  found 
no  where  else,  of  no  value  '.'     When  we  count  the  cost  of  the  machinery,  let 
us  not  f(ir;;et  the  service  which  it  has  done,  and  which  it  continues  to  do. 

Is  this  plan  nnseriptural '/     We  think  not.     We   find  a  spc<-i(ic  duty  on- 
joined  in  the  New  Testament,  "Co  ye  into  nil  the  world  and  preach  the 
(iospel  to  every  creature."     This  is  plain — every  one  cnn  underslnnd  what  it 
means.    Hut  we  iind  no  specific  directions  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Mis- 
sionary shall  po— what  nrranpeun'iits  shall  be  made  tor  his  support — how 
his  supplies  from  home  shall  be  .sent  to  him.     If  the  Gospel  desij^'ns  that  ev- 
ery Church  shall  send  its  own  Missionary,  without  cooperation  with  others, 
then  it  desi;,nis  that  many— indee<l  a  larpe   majority   of  (Churches  .«lmll  not 
en;^a;;c  in  this   work  at  all,  for  the  simj)lc  reason   that  they  Iiave  not  the 
means.     A  clnrch  may  have  the  desire  to  do  what  the  cnn,  but  if  she  is  to 
be  shut  tip  to  luT  own  individual  action,  and  cnn  not  unite  with  others,  slic 
must  content  herself  with  haviii},'  a  will  to  obey  licr  Lord,  with  the  power 
or  the  privilege  to  do  so.     iiCt  her  unite  with  others,  we  may  be  told.    .Inst 
so  we  think  ;  but  if  it  is  the   .Scriptural   rule  that  every  Church  shall  op- 
point  her  own  Missionary,  support  ami  control  him,  if  it  is  nnseriptural  to 
co-operate  with  the  Hoard  of  a  Convention,  has  she  any  authority  to  nnitc 
with  a   Hoard,  or  Committee  of  an  Association  ?     Is  an  .\s?ociation  better 
known  to  the  Scriptures  than  a  Convention?     Is  it  ri};lit  to  combine  with 
n  limited  numlK-r  of  Churches  to  execute  tlie   Master's  commission,  and  is 
it  wr<mg  to  join  hands  with  u  larger  number  to  promote  the  very  same  end  ? 
As  soon  as  a  Church  steps  beyond  her  own  limits  to  unite  her  strength  with 
another,  she  surrenders  the  principle  (if  it  be  one)  for  separate  individual 
action,  as  opposed  to  co-operation,  for  the  objects  of  benevolence. 

The  present  organization  of  a  Foreign  Missionary  Hoard,  wc  maintain 
IS,  both  officicit  and  scriptural.  If  others  prefer  another  plan  which  prc- 
Honls  itself  with  favor  to  their  minds,  wo  have  neither  the  right  nor  the  de- 
sire to  restrain  their  cfiorts  iu  tbcir  own  way.    Let  tbcm  try  the  experiment 
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rally,  fiirly  ;  nnl  whon  tini  rC'dilt^  show  llmt  tlicirs  i:<  tlio  wIhit,  iidiI  more 
cITiMoiit  pl.iM,  wo  will  rliiTrfnlly  lulmit  tlirir  siipirior  sa^ai-ily,  mihI  wc  trust 
be  pi-nlit.vl  l»y  tlu'ir  »'\|ii'rioiu\".  Uul  until  tliis  shall  in-  iii.inifc-lcil  liy  uii- 
nii-iliili;ilili-  r.iiMs,  tlio  (lict;it(.M  of  rtMS'iu  ami  tlic  convict  ions  of  duty  alike 
forlti.l  tint  ilio  work  slimilil  onisc.  \W  arc  "iloin^'  u  ^Mcal  work,  so  tlmt 
wo  cinnot  conn-  down."

And  they  <leem  them>clvcs  jortmiate  in  having 
obtained  the  services  of  I'rof.  Noah  R.  llavis— u  pciillcmaii  well  known 
to  this  Ibuly,  and  to  this  comtuunily.  as  po>.-(  ssiiig,  in  an  cmiiieiit  tle^no, 
the  rcipiisitcs  demanded,  ami  wc  conlide  this  iin])ortant  atid  delicate  trust  to 
him.  being  fully  assured,  that  in  doing  this  wo  havo  ihuie  tho  very  licsl 
which  the  interest  of  the  liislituto  ic(|uired.  I'rof.  Oavis  is  iiot'only  a 
worthy  Cliri.-<tian  gcnllcman,  butun  able  and  clltcient  iiiMrnctor.  lie  po.s- 
sc.s>cs  the  faculty  in  an  eminent  degree,  of  making  his  pupils  love  him,  while 
at  the  satne  time  his  disciplinary  regulations  are  serupidou-Iy  o.ilorefd.  In 
n  word,  he  i;?  iield  in  the  liighest  esteem  both  by  parents  and  pupils.  'I'hc 
Principal  is  sustained  by  an  ellieienl  and  experienced  oor[ts  of  Instructors  ; 
among  whom  is  I'rol.  S.  I.  C.  S  wee/,y,who  has  for  a  long  wliile  been  comurted 
with  the  Inslilute,  and  from  the  devotion  which  he  has  always  manifested, 
iu  reference  to  itd  interests,  and  the  unifonr.  saiisfactio'i  which  he  has  given, 
coupled  with  his  high  attuiimients  in  scholarshiit,  niakcd  him  on  invalua- 
ble au.xiliary  to  the  Institution. 

Wo  arc  happy  to  say  that  the  Scliool  has  oi)cni><l  with  the  most  flattering 
prospects.  The  number  of  pupils  from  abroad  being  uimsually  large  ;  and 
the  present  senior  elu.ss  is  larger  than  any  that  has  preceded  it.

As  it  did  not  pay,  nndw.is  mainly  lienelieial  to  persnns  livinu'  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Colie^'c,  tiie  l?oard  thon;:lit  the  ronnecti(.» 
liad  liitt' r  i)e  dis>olvcd.  As  several  judicious  lirelhren  were  appn  licn-iTC 
that  sou\e  evil  mii^ht  jrrow  out  of  too  suildm  a  ehanj;e  in  tlic  internal  ar- 
runmiiu;nts  of  tlie  ('ollej;e,  your  Hoard  eoniluded  to  retain  a  class  of  youn<» 
men  iMirsuini;  stud'cs  just  one  year  Ixhind  the  rejjular  l-'n  shnuiii  class.

IJut  these  sums  are  only  nomi- 
nal. A  eareliil  examination  of  the  Hooks,  and  iiujuiry  into  the  condition 
of  the  subscriliers  to  the  dillerent  funds  show  that  little  over  840  000  00  of 
the  funds  ol  the  Collejje  can  now  be  re;:ttrded  available.  Thus  it  seems 
that  four  velars  nj,'o  last  .luly,  the  entTo  property  of  the  Colleirc  consisted 
in  notes  amount in<r  to  about  S40.000  00.  You  have  at  this  date  in  notes 
and  property  82;}U, 521  21.

Some  of  the  humlierliavo 
eontrihaleil  eoiiiparativ.'ly  small  aiiKainls  to  the  endowment  fund.  \Vill 
they  not  in  tlii-<  last  ;,'reat  striij:u'h'  of  our  elierislad  im^tilnlion,  plac  ii  at 
onee  upon  a  linn  and  respeolalile  Itasis  ?  Thus  fir  in  tin,'  history  of  tlic 
Colli'^je,  hro.  d.  II.  Hrown  of  Sumter  eoiiiity,  has  lieeii  its  ;m "st  muiiiliet'iit 
benefactor;  and  he  unhesitatingly  e.xpnsses  his  determinatioM  lo  lalKtr  vet 
more  assiduously  to  proiiioto  its  iiileresls.  And  why  shouM  such  devotion 
to  the  cause  of  edue.iiion  lio  an  occasion  of  surprise  '.'  'riii'ic  is  piThap>.iio 
way  in  which  iiioin'y  can  he  invested  for  the  purpose  of  doin^' cood — of  hin- 
t'titiii','  mankind,  and  hoiioriii;,'  (iod,  which  surpassis,  or  even  eipials  that  of 
ondowIii,Miistilutions  of  learninir.  I'Ispeeially  is  this  true  where  such  in- 
stitutions lire  under  judicious  moral  inllueiiccs,  and  huvo  in  charj,'o  the  work 
of  littini,' pious  yotiiif,' men  lor  the  (iuspel  .Ministry.  Tlie  money  thus  in- 
vcstt'd  is  not  consumed  with  the  usiii^r.  'I'lie  ^'ood  it  docs  to-day  can  he  re- 
peated a;:ain  to-morrow,  the  next  week  and  next  year,  until  ctcVnity  uloiio 
can  rev"al  the  results.  'I'he  nolilcsi  monument  a  man  can  erect  to  his  own 
niemnry.  IS  the  identilicutioii  of  his  name  with  some  institiiiion  of  learniiij:, 
by  cuntiihuliiif,'  of  his  sulistanco  to  its  support  and  endowinont. 
^^  In  this  coimeetion  your  Hoard  would  stale  th:it  Hro.  D.  ]{..  Lido  is  Htill 
Treasurer  of  tin;  Colle^re,  and  is  cn;:a;;ed  in  colleetin;,'  its  I'uiids.  It  is  hi;.'h- 
lydesiralile  that  the  riind-i  of  the  ('olle:,a.  should  ho  colleiteij  ami  ii.vesled. 
The  expense  of  collecting;  the  iiilerest  merely  entails  ii|)on  the  Colle;,'e  ail 
aiiuuul  cxpeiulituro  whicij  consumes  u  very  i'mporlaut  purl  of  ita  income. 

TIIK  FACl'I/rv. 
At  the  annual  mectinp  of  the  Ihrnrd  the  Faculty  were  iinanimouslv  re- 
appointed to  till  their  rcspeelivo  places.  Dr.  \.  Friend,  I'rof.  of  Chemis- 
try and  Natural  History,  felt  compelled  lo  deelino  tlio  appointment,  as  the 
salary  did  not  seem  adequate  to  his  wants.  Your  Uoaril  have  a  very  hi;'h 
uiipreciation  of  his  altaiiiiiieiils  and  ul)ility  as  an  instructor,  and  of  his 
moral  worth.  They  mo*t  f^inccrely  reKietlcd  the  neccssitvofuMvin;,' him  up, 
but  were  impelleJ  to  il  by  u  sense  of  duty.  The  above  Frolessorshifi  is  not 
vet  filled,  but  there  are  several  ujiplicaiits  for  the  place.  Mr.  W.  A.  Parker 
has  been  ai»poiiitetI  Professor  of  Fn;rlisli  Literature  mid  Instructor  in  Mod- 
ern Un^uu^'cs.  •  i'rofessors  Goodhue,  Sherman,  Moiila-K'uo  atal  NVurd, 
rcspociivcly  occupy  their  former  places.  A.s  soon  us  the  Frof.  of  Chemistry 
and  N'aturul  History  i.s  appointed,  the  Faculty  will  be  complete.  The  iini- 
niliccncc  of  Uro.  Hrown  has  put  it  in  the  power  of  your  Hoard  to  appoint 
n  second  Prof,  of  I'heology.  An  invitation  was  extended  to  Kcv.  T.  W. 
I  obey  to  occupy  the  new  chair,    ile  has  cutcrcd  upon  his  new  6cld  of  lu- 
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bor,  andbrinps  to  it  talents  and  ntluinnicnts  wliicli  niiisl,  with  liis  cnorpy 
of  clmractcT, ensure  liis  siieeess.  Ah  the  duties  of  llie  'l'lieoln<,'ic;il  Depurt- 
nieni  are  dividid,  tlie  Professors  can  furniKli  ample  instruction  to  those  who 
arc  studying  for  tho  ministy.

It  is  hi;,'hly  desirnl)le  the  (JolJej^e  (irounds  should  he  cnelosed  and  ))eauti- 
fled.  At  your  hist  Session  the  IJoard  announeed  to  the  Oonventicn  that  the 
ladies  of  Marion  and  vicinity,  had  presented  the  ('oili';,'e  with  u  clioiee  suit 
of  minerals.  'I  hey  have  now  to  annouiiee  that  the  ladie-J  have  placed  at 
their  disposal  between  §12(10  and  SlIOO,  to  i)e  e.\f>emli(|  in  fencinp  the 
('olle;,'(>  (Jrounds.  The  (Grounds  ought  to  be  praded  before  they  are  fenced;

The  hope  of  the  ('hm'ch,  the  State,  and  the  world  ri  s(s  njion  the  rising 
(leneratinii,  whif-t  the  responsibilily  of  their  truininiris  upon  ns.  It  be- 
comes us,  thiTefore,  to  teach  them  those  great  trnllis,  w  liicl.  lie  at  the  fotnula- 
tion  of  all  religious  and  moral  elmracter  ;  for  the  instruetiiin  imparted  in 
infancy  often  gives  direction  to  the  whole  life,  and  .seal;;  the  eternal  destiny 
of  an  immortal  spirit.  Ncrcf  more  than  ul  the  present  have  our  youth 
needed  the  protection  of  early  religious  instruction;  and  Sabbath  Schools 
(Wert  a  potent  influence  in  guarding  the  young  against  that  insidious  skep- 
ticism and  infidelity,  so  sjicciously  presented  to  the  youthlul  mind,  in  the 
guise  of  A;g///  Litrraturc.  The  long  felt  necessity  and  ikinnud  in  our  de- 
nomination for  a  s\i;tnl)Ie  Sabiiath  School  literature  now  furnish  a<<>ijii>li/  of 
such  books  as  the  C/iiirc/ics  of  C/irist  demand. 

This  fact  we  consider  ominou.s  of  a  brighter  and  more  prosperous  day  in 
the  ."^alibath  School  interests  among  us,  for  the  lack  of  denominational  pub- 
lications adajited  to  the  wants  of  the  yourg,  has,  in  tho  opinion  of  your 
Committee,  seriously  retarded  this  work.  Wc  are  pleased  to  oi)>eivcthat 
Ihmtists  are  unwilling  longer  to  use  entirely  the  S.  S.  "I'nion"  books, 
which  so  cautiously  evade  a  part  of  the  teachings  of  (Jods  word, —  that 
blessed  book  in  which  our  denominational  peculiarilies  stand  out  in  such 
hdlil  n/icj,  that  "lie  who  runs  nniy  read."  "One  Lord,  one  Faith,  one  Bap- 
tism," being  a  cherished  Ibblieal  a.xiom  with  liaptists,  iumiersion  being  ii 
profession  of  that  one  Faith  in  the  liunul  and  rc'-inKction  of  that  <»ic  Lord,- 
we  should,  if  need  be,  "contend  nu nislli/  I'ovl/ic  Faith  once  delivered  to  tho 
saints."  "Keeping  the  ordinances  (is  they  were  delivered  unio  us,"  and  be- 
lieving that  0  properly  (jualified  ministry  oidy,  is  nuthorizetl  to  atlniinister 
them  to  believing  subject;^  cxcIuuvlIij,  arc  wc  not  recreant  to  our  trust  if  wo 
lieed  not  Jlis  voice  wliosaid,  "Thou  shalt  teach  them  f////gt»(////  to  thy  chil- 
dren ?"  As  several  of  our  As.soe.iations  have  nianifested  a  commendable  in- 
terest in  the  establishment  and  nurture  of  Sabbath  School.'^,  your  commit- 
tee would  recommend  all  others  of  our  As.«ociations  aiaj  (Jhurches  to'gound 
"do  likewise."  Wu  rescpcctfully  ask  the  Convention  to  pass  the  following 
resolutions :
